(Jobs Set For 
15lh District

Contracts for six public 
works Jobs In the IBth council, 
manic district wcro awarded 
during the past month, Council­ 
man John S. Glbson announced. 
Awards totaled more than a 
quarter of a million dollars.

Three of the contracts wore 
financed wholly from city and 
state gasoline tax monies with 
such contributions totaling 
$2815,680 of the $278,191 In con­ 
tracts.

Top Job bf the lot was the 
paving of Central Ave. from 
Century Blvd. to the south city 
boundary, at 120th St. Widen­ 
ing of Shepard Ave. In San 
Pedro was another major item 
in the list. Assessment dis­ 
trict Jobs, for which property 
owners In that particular area 
must pay, totaled $12,511.

Ten projects, all assessment 
act proceedings, are scheduled 
for contract In the coming 30 
days under normal processing, 
the councilman said. Distribut­ 
ed throughout the area, these 
Jobs are all for street improve­ 
ments. Some have been In pro­ 
cess since 1952, but the major­ 
ity, expedited under a new pro- 
ceedural ordinance sponsored 
by Glbson, will go from petition 
to contract In less than 18 
months.

Acquisition of right of way 
for the widening of Imperial 
Highway between Central Ave. 
and Mona Blvd. has been com­ 
pleted, Glbson said, paving the 
way for this major street Im­ 
provement and orders have 
been issued for such work on 
Lomita Blvd. In Wilmlngton. 
Both will be financed Jointly 
from city, county and state gas­ 
oline tax funds.

BOARD ASKS 
PLANS FOR 
2 SCHOOLS

Architect's drawings for the 
new Arlington and Sepulveda 
Schools were requested Tues­ 
day night by the Torrance 
School Board.

The educators voted to ask 
George F. Schreiber to make 
plans and specifications for Ar­ 
lington School, to be located at 
178th and Arlington Aves. A 
new 274-home subdivision is 
planned in the area soon, the 
board was told.

The new Sepulveda School 
plans will be made by Roy Don- 
ley. The school, located in a 
soon-to-be-devcloped area, , will 
be northwest of Anza and Se­ 
pulveda. An 816-home subdivi­ 
sion is scheduled to be built 
there soon.

Board members Indicated 
that they would consider a dif­ 
ferent type of building for these 
schools stucco instead of the 
present concrete but wanted 
to think over the change.

In other action, the board 
voted to offer Milton Kauffman 
and Don Wilson $68,182 for the 
Sepulveda School site. The 
builders had set a price of $75, 
450 for the land.

Board members indicated thi 
did not feel that they should 
pay part of the costs of devel 
oping the entire tract, which 
Included storm drains, abandon 
ment of three oil wells, and 
drainage basin, sump, and s<r 
er work in the plan presented 
by the builders.
